after the agriculture committee 
hearing. 

As the bill stood wnen introduced 
in April, it would permit establish¬ 
ment of producer boards to market 
poultry, poultry products, hogs, 
vegetables, honey, cheese, commer¬ 
cial grass and legume seed. 


Another bill concerning agricul¬ 
ture has yet to receive third read¬ 
ing. and it has been described as 
one of the most important of the 
1955 session. It is an act to provide 
for conservation and more efficient 
use of natural resources, especially 
agricultural land. 

Mr. Halmrast introduced the bill 
toward the end of the sitting ir. 
April, and announced that it will 
involve setting up a board of ex¬ 
perts to survey various types of 
land in the province and determine 
the best use for them. 

Earlier, the agriculture minister 
said many farmers are using their 
land for the wrong purpose — such 
as trying to grow wheat when the 
characteristics of the land are bet¬ 
ter suited to raising sheep. 

The new program is designed to 
advise farmers on the best land
